In a 
wail of agony the Docter p roclaims that 
“There is a growing and imp erativ e de­ 
mand on all sides for immediate relief 
from the effects of the Inter-State Com­ 
merce law. 
Not withstanding the fact 
that it has only been in op eration about 
three weeks its effects are so disastrous, 
and its glaring inconsistencies are so 
that” an ex tra session of congress should 
be called to reliev e the country of the 
terrible burdens inflicted up on the p eop le 
of Amboy . 
We say up on the p eop le of 
Amboy for the reason that there is where 
as the Journal makes it ap p er, that the 
p eop le do most congregate who are most 
sorely afflicted by the “ terrible effects’ 
of the new railroad law. Now it is a lit 
tie strange that there are no business 
men about Dix on who are so afflicted 
with such “distrous effects” of the Cul­ 
lom bill as to “demand” an ex tra session 
of Congress as the only hop e of relief. 
Indeed istead of other section of this 
country being weighed down with woe, 
unuterable on account of this new rail­ 
road law, they generally rather enjoy it. 
Indeed we could not understand how it 
was p ossible that the sober thinking p eo­ 
p le of Amboy should so storm the Jour­ 
nal office in a mad mood of v iolence, de* 
manding relief from the Cullom bill, were 
it not that the terrible affair is so p artic­ 
ularly and grap hically indicated in Doc­ 
tor Loomis eloquent editorials.

To illustrate: Now 
here is Dix on, a city v ery much more in­ 
terested in the railroad freight business 
than Amboy , because the p eop le here are 
more ex tensiv ely interested in v arious 
manufacturing enterp rises, while Amboy 
is not a manufacturing town to any ex 
tent. 
Dix on ship s more freight, in the 
way of manufactured goods, in one hour 
of a day than Amboy loads up on the cars 
in y ears, and y et we bear no comp laint 
from our manufacturers. 
Why is it then, 
if the Journal v oices the p eop le of Amboy 
that there the curses against Cullom, Con­ 
gress and all the originators of the Inter- 
State Commerce bill are loud and deep , 
while here at Dix on, and we may say at 
all inland manufacturing towns, the p eo- 
are hap p y under the same law. 
Is the 
Doctor mistaken ? Indeed our thoughtful 
business men consider the Cullom bill a 
wise and just law; one that will be of 
benefit to the entire country . 
“The dis­ 
astrous effects” and “glaring inconsis­ 
tence” are p erhap s, after all, only in y our 
imagination, Doctor. 
It must be some­ 
thing else, some other woe that the p eo­ 
ple o f Amboy are groaning ov er and ex ­ 
cited about; on all sides. 
It can’t be the 
new railroad law that would unnecessarily 
work such sensible people as y ou hav e

There is so mu ch grip in it that the 
pay ment o f a United States tax is made 
prima facie ev idence o f intent to sell, 
so that, instead o f being a pro tectio n, 
it really makes tho party pay ing tho 
Go v ernment tax a v io lato r o f the law. 
There is a go o d deal o f feeling amo ng 
the dispensers o f tho bibu lo u s flu id o v er 
the new law. 
There are o v er 1,100 
perso ns in Maine who pay an annu al 
special tax as retail liqu o r dealers, fo r 
which tho United States Go v ernment 
gets so me $27 ,000. 
In Bango r there 
are 1(>0 places which pay a Go v ernment 
tax , six o f which nu mber take o u t a 
license as who lesale dealers. 
A P o rt­ 
land lawy er say s: 
“A lawy er mu st be 
a bo ld o ne who wo u ld declare that any 
co nceiv able pro v isio n in a Maine liqu o r 
law wo u ld bo adju dged u nco nstitu tio nal 
so lo ng as the Go v erno r has no hesita­ 
tio n in appro v ing a bill which impo ses 
six ty day s’ impriso nment u po n tho sale 
o f the first glass o f no w cider co ntain­ 
ing no alco ho l. 
This is the fo rty -first 
liqu o r law which has been enacted since 
the o riginal pro hibito ry law’ o f 18 51— 
fo rty -o ne laws in thirty -six y ears—-and 
the pro mo ters o f said legislatio n are no 
better satislio d than when they began. ”

o f the scriptura l, “ Ask a nd y e sha ll re­ 
ceiv e,” to g ether with the na me a nd lo ­ 
ca tio n o f the temple where pra y ers a re 
a lwa y s a nswered. 
But th ere are also more personal 
forms of begging. 
Th e writer of an ar­ 
ticle in th e \o u th 's Compuntoci, h as 
seen in Peking a priest wh ose ch eek* 
h ad 
been 
pierced, and 
th o teeth 
knocked out so th at an iron rod, as 
large as one’s middle finger, could be 
passed th rough , to project an inch or 
two bey ond eith er ch eek. 
An iron 
h alf*cirele was h inged to each end of 
th is, and passed around th e back of th e 
priest’s h ead. 
Attach ed to th e h alf- 
circle was an iron ch ain, wh ich was so 
long as to drag on th e ground several 
feet beh ind h im. 
His business wa s to g o fro m ho use to 
ho use, bea ting a sma ll drum, a sking 
help to repa ir a temple. 
Sy mpa thy 
wo uld be wa sted o n him. He wa s a “ pro ­ 
fessio na l o hurch-debt lifter,” who ha d 
mo nthly wa g es a nd a co mmissio n o n his 
co llectio ns—a nd tho ro d a nd cha in wero 
his sto ck in tra de. 
There is a no ther wa y , still mo re pe­ 
culia r. A priest sta nds in a sma ll bo x ­ 
like structure, pla ced in fro nt o f a 
temple, thro ug h the bo a rds o f which 
spikes ha v o been driv en, so tha t tho 
impriso ned priest ca n mo v e no pa rt o f 
his bo dy , ex cept bis rig ht a rm, witho ut 
being pricked by a sj ike.

Th o h igh est-priced spikos are th oso 
wh ich point at th e vital parts of th o 
body . 
Th e priest is supposed to stand 
in h is kennel day and nigh t until all th o 
spikes h ave been bough t and drawn, 
but no ono believes th at h e really doe* 
so. 
A single incident 
will sh ow h ow 
much h ardsh ip and self-inflicted suffer­ 
ing some of th ese h eath en will undergo 
to fulfill a religious vow.

He h ad traveled about 
600 of th e 2,000 mile* of h is double 
journey , and would be two y ears longer 
in completing h is vow. 
As h e was 7 8 
y ears old, and almost worn out, it was 
easy to see th at h e would not live to 
fulfill it. 
A callous lump as large as an 
egg projected from h is foreh ead, raised 
by h is knocking h is h ead upon th e dusty 
road.

It is not an easy m atter to get sigh t 
of a partridge wh en h e is drumming, 
but I managed to do it by crawling on 
my h ands and knees toward th e bird, 
ly ing still wh ile lie was quiet, and only 
moving forward wh en h o renewed h is 
noisy courtsh ip,—for it is to woo and 
win h is mate th at » Sir Ruffed Grouse 
indulges in th ese musical exercises. In 
th is way I contrived to come with in 
twenty feet with out 
alarming h im. 
Th rough th e alder th icket I could just 
see Iris sh apely form strutting about 
like a turkey cock; th en, for a moment, 
h e stood uprigh t, with h is feath ers ly ­ 
ing close. 
Suddenly h is wings Hash ed, 
and at th e same moment I h eard th e 
loud th ump. 
Th en, for a few seconds, 
èe stood looking about as th ough notli- 
-g h ad h appened ; but presently came 
a second flash and th um 
and*oth ers 
rapidly followed at lessening intervals, 
until at last th e serenade rolls*! away 
like th e galloping of h orses or th e 
rum bling of distant th under .—Ern est 
K, Th o mp so n , in S t.

L o u isv ille , Ky., April 30.— This city was 
la a turmo il of excitemen t all d ay Frid ay, 
an d the streets In the n eighborhood of the 
jiQ were filled with crowd s of excited men 
anx io us to take the law in to their own han d s 
In the coses of Turn er an d Patterson , Jen n y 
Bowman *!* assailan ts. 
Between 3 an d 4 
o'clock in the morn in g an other attempt was 
to force the JaiJ, an d a han d -to-han d 
fight with the police en sued , but the mob 
was soon d riven off an d soveral of the lead ers 
arrested . Stran ge to say these lead ers proved 
to be well-kn own busin ess an d profession al 
men , on e bein g Allen McDon ald , prin cipal 
o f the Rugby school, an d an other, J. M. 
Latterly, a represen tative in the legislature. 
Twen ty of them were arraign ed in court 
d urin g the d ay on chargee of riot, an d thoir 
attorn ey put in tho plea that, as they wore 
••promin en t citizen s,” the cases should bo 
d ropptd . 
To this the jud ge an swered that 
their promin en ce mad e their offen se moro 
d iscrod itable to them an d tho city, an d re­ 
fused to d ismiss the cases. 
A telegram from Jud ge Jackson , of the 
circu it court, was sen t to Govern or Kn ott, 
statin g that there was d an ger of d omestic 
violen ce an d blood shed un less the militia was 
called out, an d that a crisis was immin en t 
Frid ay n ight. 
Tho wild est excitemen t was occasion ed at 
1 p. m. by the rin gin g of fire*bells, an d tho 
report spread with the speed of tho win d that 
the mob an d police were en gaged in a d esper­ 
ate fight. 
This proved to be a mistake, the 
bells havin g been run g without proper ord ers 
by some excited in d ivid uals. 
'1 here was n o 
violen ce d urin g tho d ay. 
At 6:15 p. m. it was bulletin ed at tho n ews­ 
paper od ices that Miss Bowman was d oad . 
This an n oun cemen t greatly In ten sified tho 
feelin g of in d ign ation alread y existin g. 
The 
n ews quickly spread , an d although the an ­ 
n oun cemen t of tho girl’s d eath was authori­ 
tatively d en ied the in fluen ce of tho first ru­ 
m or could n ot bo coun teracted . 
At 7 p. in . 
the atten d in g physician reported that Miss 
Bowman was grad ually sin kin g, an d that 
d eath would probably en sue before mid • 
n ight. 
At n oon the precon certed sign al, eleven 
taps on the city hall boll, called tho militia 
to assemble at their armory. 
Not over on o 
third of them respon d ed , an d un iformed pa­ 
trol d etachmen ts wero sen t out to brin g in 
the d elin quen ts. 
Probably two-third s of 
the Louisville Legion were at 0 p. m. un d er 
arms at tho armory. 
Ad jt. Gen . Castlemau 
in ad d ressin g the troops said : 
“ You are 
on ly to obey ord ers, n ot to act hastily n or 
rashly, an d use as little force as possible in 
executin g comman d s.'1 
Frid ay even in g it was n oticed that tho 
color lin e was bein g d rawn , the n egroes ap­ 
pearin g to be apprehen sive of mob violen t» , 
an d gatherin g by themselves on tho street 
corn ers in tho n egro quarters of tho city 
The fact of a possibility of n a attempt to ex­ 
ecute throats mad e to “ wipe out” some of tho 
the most n otorious n egro d ives an d their in ­ 
mates, was thought to have in fluen ced the 
callin g out of the militia. 
The hood lum an d 
n on -workin g white class con cen trated in the 
vicin ity of the jail square m such force that 
good groun d s existed for apprehen sion of a 
gen eral riot, in case tho efforts of tho lyn ch­ 
ers should b* successful. 
Practically all of 
police fore** wore con cen trated at tho jaii 
an d city hall, an d a part of the lire d epart­ 
men t v. *ro hold in read in ess to respon d us a 
police auxilliary if called upon . 
At 8 p. m. a crowd in lmo parad e*! tho 
streets, l> arin g a tran sparen cy with tho 
word s: “On e thousan d men wan ted to assist 
in lyn chin g Patterson an d Turn er.” At 
every block their n umbers wero in creased . 
The crowd in the streets lead in g to tho jail 
was very large, an d they wore begin n in g tc 
press u jjo u tho police cord on , thrown out 
10(1 
yard s from the city hall in every d irection . 
An attempt was mad o at 9 o’clock to sen d 
out the fire en gin e from an en gin e houso a d ­ 
join in g tho jail, in ord er to open a lan e in 
the d en se crowd s sufticion t to give tho police 
a foothold , when an effort would be mad e te 
exten d the police lin es. 
The attempt was a 
failure, tho crowd refusin g to yield . 
At 9:30 Jud ge Jackson , of the circuit court, 
d rove in a coupe to the in sid e police lin e an d 
ad d ressed the crowd , tellin g them that the 
courts wero able to pun ish tho offon d ers, an d 
that the authorities would at all hazard s pro­ 
tect the prison ers. 
He asked the crowd to 
d isperse. 
He had n ot con clud ed when opportun ity 
was taken of the temporary relaxation of po­ 
lice vigilan ce, an d a rush was mad o for tho 
jalL 
A sharp struggle en sued , but although 
the police lin es were forced back thoy hold 
the mob at bay. 
Durin g tho melee Police 
Lieuten an t McGrath was hit on tho head 
with a brick an d seriously in jured . Jud go 
Jackson ’s carriage d isappeared in the d irec­ 
tion of tho armory 
Govern or Kn ott an d staff arrived from 
Fran kfort at 7:30 o’clock. 
Immed iately after Jud ge Jackson ’s arrival 
at tho armory five eompan ios of tho Legion 
an d light in fan try wero sen t to the city hall. 
Stron g picket lin es were posted across all 
approaches to tho jail, an d a Gatlin g gun 
placed position , read y for in stan t use, in 
fron t of the jail build in g; three compan ies of 
militia bein g held in reserve at the armory. 
Tho police, n otwithstan d in g tho stron g mili­ 
tary support, mad e n o attempt to d isperse 
the mob, hoiug satisfied to main tain thoir 
position . 
Impromptu 
in d ign ation mootin gs were 
held at d ifferen t poin ts, tho hood lum ele 
merit rallyin g at saloon s beyon d the reach of 
possible police sorties. 
At 12:15 a. m. an attack was mad e on tho 
Jefferson street lin os, the mob bein g armod 
with pistols, clubs, iron -bars, etc. 
As thoy 
came on with a rush several pistol shots were 
fired from tho crowd . 
Tho police, sup­ 
ported by a compan y of militia, again 
proved too stron g for the attackin g force 
an d the mob was forced back. 
Fifty police 
charged upon them. 
In the struggle which 
followed several o f tho crowd wero tram ­ 
pled upon , an d man y head s broken . Throe 
<of the officers were severely hurt. . Forty

eggs th e sitting began.

Ho lias th o 
largest stock of any dealer and h is 
p rices cut under all oth ers in th e trade. 
How h as h e done it?

brilliant idea: “Peop le wh o are not 
willing to giv e money will giv e work to 
h elp th e p oor. 
I will rep resent th e 
p oor, and th ey sh all work for me.

h av e a broth er in Palestine. 
He sh all 
start a ‘Sy rian Orp h ans’ Home’ on th e 
Mount of Oliv es or in h is imagination— 
h ut wo will adv ertise it as th e Mount of 
Oliv es. 
We will send a descrip tion of 
th is great ch arity to all th e ch urch es

and h is recently -acquired wealth most 
mercilessly in h is “Maud” and “Locks- j 
ley Hall. ” Indep endent of h is wife’s 
v ery natural indignation, Lord Boy ne 
j 
was not gratified to find h is beautiful 
h ome described by a recent guest as a i 
“gewgaw” castle, or at h av ing th e world 
informed in v erse, h owev er h armoni- 
j 
ous, th at h is Av ealth h ad come from th e i 
siv eat of miners. 
Neith er did h e enjoy | 
tlio th ough t th at th o tongues of th e 
world were w agging ov er th e story of 
h is wealth h av ing bough t h im a wife 
Av ho p referred anoth er lov er. 
It is p os­ 
sible, too, h e failed to see th e beauty of 
th ose Rembrandt-like touch es wh erein 
h e is described as a clown and drunken.

from the kitchen had so filled the soil 
for a distance of twenty feet between 
the back door, out of which they were 
thrown, and the well, that the water 
in the latter was polluted by foul gases, 
and from the use of it diphtheria had 
certainly resulted. 
When making a 
well have it, if possible, above the 
barn-yard, and let the drainage be from 
it rather than into it. 
Arrange a place 
for slops, with cement bottom and 
sides, from which glazed p pes, ce­ 
mented together, allow the unhealthy 
matter to flow back and away from the 
well.

T he recent voyage of the electric 
launch Y^olta across the British Chan­ 
nel, from Dover to Calais and back, is 
regarded as a scientific success far in 
advance of what was expected. 
The 
Volta is built of galvanized steel plates, 
and her deck is nearly on a level with 
the water. Below the deck are placed 
the electric accumulators. 
These are 
little square boxes, about 8 x12 inches, 
and are wedged closely together to 
prevent shifting. The propelling power 
consists of sixty-one accumulators and 
a pair of Reckenzann accumulators, 
also placed beneath the floor, so that 
the whole of the boat is available for 
passenger accommodation. 
The power 
of the motors may be varied at will 
from four to twelve-horse power, while 
the screw propeller makes from six 
hundred to one thousand revolutions a 
minute. When the boat reached Calais 
it was found that the amount of elec­ 
tricity remaining in the accumulators 
warranted the return journey in being 
attempted. The speed reached was 
fourteen miles an hour, and so noise­ 
less was the little vessel that in mid­ 
channel the pilot, observing a seagull 
asleep on the water, steered close to it, 
and one of those on board caught the 
bird by the neck and brought it alive 
to Dover.

o bject lesso n s in the mu seu m, which, 
co mbin ed, are in ten ded to tell the sto ry 
o f a man as he ex ists o n the earth. 
First is sho wn a specimen o f co tto n in 
the po d just as it is picked, w itho ut hav 
ing the seed remo ved. 
Next is sho wn a 
specimen o f the same co tto n after it has 
been ginned and the black seeds have been 
remo ved. 
The Sea Island co tto n is used 
fo r thread o n acco unt o f the length o f the 
fiber. 
A samplo o f the sacking in which 
[ the co tto n is tialed is also sho wn. 
Then 
the co tto n is suppo sed to have been baled 
and » hipped to the thread facto ry. 
Here 
the first thing that is do ne with the co t­ 
to n is to subject it to the “ picker” pro ­ 
cess, by which the co tto n fro m several 
líales is mixed to secure unifo rmity. Dur­ 
ing the picker pro cess much waste, in the 
fo rm o f dust, chrt and sho rt fibers, are 
separated fro m the go o d fillers by the 
picker. 
Next the “ picked” co tto n is 
wo und o n a machine, in sheets o r laps, 
into a ro ll. 
The n ex t p ro cess illu strated by a p rac­ 
tical ex hibit is the cardin g by which the 
sheets o f co tto n are co mbed o r ru n o u t 
in to lo n g p arallel fibers. 
The co tto n is 
n ex t seen drawn thro u gh a tru m p et 
shap ed o p en in g, w hich co n den ses it in to 
a sin gle stran d o r “silv er.” 
Then eight 
su ch silv ers are ru n to gether in to o n e, six 
o f the stran ds thu s p ro du ced are drawn 
in to o n e, an d again six o f the stran ds 
fro m the last drawin g are co mbin ed in to 
o n e. 
Then co mes the Blu bbin g o r fast 
“ ro v in g p ro cess, which co n sists o f win d- 
in g the stran d an d bo bbin . 
Two stran ds 
are twisted an d again wo u n d o n a bo bbin . 
I After a number o f o ther twistings and 
windings, during which the strand is 
gradually reduced in size, until it begins 
to assume a thread like appearance, two 
strands o f this fino “ ro ving” are run to 
get her and twisted, under co nsiderable 
tensio n, o n a bo bbin that makes 7,000 
revo lutio ns a minute. 
Two o f the co rds 
thus pro duced are then wo und to gether o n 
a spo o l, and them twisted fro m that to 
ano ther spo o l. 
The two co rd thread thus 
pro duced is transferred thence to ano ther 
spo o l, and then three threads o f two co rds 
each are twisted to gether, fo rming six 
co rd thread. 
One who has fo llo wed tho pro cess sees 
the co tto n gradually transfo rmed fro m a 
wide liand o r sheet o f lo o se co tto n to a 
co mpact thread that will pass thro ugh 
the eye o f a needle. 
Tho six co rd thread 
is at last taken fro m a bo bbin and reeled 
into a skein, in which fo rm it is bleached 
o r dyed. 
Then it is wo und back upo n 
the skein upo n a big spo o l, fro m which 
it is supplied to little white birch spo o ls 
fro m which it is wo und in regular 
co urses, and is then ready fo r the market. 
The machine that regulates the last wind­ 
ing measures the number o f yards wo und 
o n each spo o l. 
The spo o ls are made o f 
vario us sizes to ho ld fro m 200 to 12,000 
yards o f thread. 
The labels that dee 
o rate the end o f the spo o ls when they are 
so ld are last put o n. 
They are cut and 
pasted o n by machinery with 
great 
rapidity ,— Wasliiiígto ii Star .
